o complain about their 
plumbing 


'ill, but plumbing: nowadays does not 
ost as much in the long run as It did 
vay back in the 
nineties, and the 


irst few years of the twentieth cen- 
ury, it was said at the Ryan and 
Long plumbinsr shop. 206 \V. ColleEe- 
ave. The Ryan and Long ship is the 
'Idest plumbing'establishment In Ap- 
pleton. P. H. Ryan started a shop 
here In 1891, and was joined in 1899 
by T. J. Long. The firm has been In 
existence for 26 years. T.he only 
plumbing shop in Appleton at 
the 


ime Mr. Ryan started his business 
was that of AVilliarn \Venzel. 


A plumbing job for an 
ordinary 


sized residence at the present time 
costs between $500 and $600, and a 
first class job Is the result. Twenty- 
five or 30 years ago a plumbing jott 
which cost between $500 and S600 was 
only a very mediocre piece of work 
at the most, and the materials and 
equipment used were far from beins 
of the high grade quality one finds 
in modern plumbing. 
Lead 
piping 


was used almost entirely in the olc 
days of plumbing, while now the gal- 
vanized iron pipe is used almost ex- 
clusively. Lead was used 
in great 


quantities to prevent leakage 
from 


pipes, and tanks. Now-the galvanizec 
iron pipes need no lead covering to 
keep them from leaking. 


Extensive use of solder was neces 


sary in the earlier days of plumbing 
The ends of the lead pipes had to be 
soldered together 
and a 
plumbing 


ompany used as much as 500 pounds 
of solder 
a year. Now a hundred 


pounds of solder will last a plumber 
four" or five years at least. At leas' 
a half a ton of lead was used in an 
oridnary . house contract before the 
galvanized Iron piping! came .into ex 
tensive -use,.. Mr. Ryan told'of a very 
large house jn Neenah in which his 
company had recently changed tn 
plumbing system, and [from which 
about four tons of lead was taken 
out. 


Four plumbers are employed at th' 


Ryan and Long shop, two of whom 
have worked for the company for 2 
years. All four of these plumbers are 
joint wipers, and it is said there ar 
very few plumbers today who knov 
how to wipe joints. By joint wipinff 
is meant the shaping and wiping o 
a joint where two lead pipes have been 
soldered together. The molten solde 
is poured over the joint with a ladle 
and this molten solder is than sh 
and moulded with a. moleskin ciotl 
before it hardens. Joint wiping is al 
most a lost art with most plumber? 
because there is so little call for this 
kind of work, but when there is i 
demand for it most plumbing firm 
have to call in a 
joint wiper frou 


outside of their own firm. 


The ordinary house job in the ear 


ly days of plumbing took from 20 tc 
24 days, and they were ten hour nays 
Xow the same work would take from 
eight to ten dsrys. and the working 
day is only eight hours. The wapes 
are higher but the total cost of such 
a job is less. Formerly one man's 
pay for such a job would come t 
about $200, while now it would be 
about S140.

ng: 


ADVERTISING A NECESSITY 


"In its early days, advertising was 


looked upon either as a stunt or a 
:uxury. 
The largest advertising ac- 


counts were those of the circus com- 
panies and patent 
medicine manu- 


facturers. - To advertise heavily was 
not considered good form and. even 
some of the largest department stores 
never did any advertising. Then there 
was another group which advertised, 
as they said, for good will; but 
a 


study of their copy shows that it was 
largely to satisfy their vanity. Today, 
however, the 
situation 
is entirely 


changed and advertising has 
been 


the means of reducing: selling costs 
in many lines. Newspaper advertis- 
ing is not only a necessity but it is 
one of the very best investments a 
business firm can make. 
Further- 


more, the good-will gained by nation- 
al advertising is developing monopo 


more r 


than any 
of the 
so-called 
trusts. 


Moreover, thus far no politician has 
found a way to attack these mon- 
opolies which are thus being uncon- 
sciously formed by natural advertis- 
ers. 


"During previous business depres- 


sions newspaper advertising fell off 
very considerably, but not so during 
the recent 
depression. 
Xow 
most 


newspapers are running more adver- 
tising than ever before even though 
general business is quiet in many sec- 
tions and many lines. 
Even adver- 


tising experts are suggesting that in 
years to come more advertising space 
will be required in dull times than in 
boom times. This is because it is be- 
lieved that manufacturers and mer- 
chants should even go into debt to 
purchase 
advertising 
space. 
Of 


course, this is very good for the pub- 
lishers and tends to increase the use 
of paper for it means that advertis- 
ing, which was more or less erratic, 
is becoming a stable industry. Econ- 
omists even talk of the- time when 
newspaper publishers will be a great 
factor in steading business conditions 
by taking out tho peaks and valleys 
by raising the advertising rates in 
boom times, to serve as a check on 
the situation, and lowering them in 
times of 
depression 
to 
encourage 


buying. This situation has undoubt- 
edly helped paper securities. 


" DECLINING 'PUL.P SUPPLY 
Another factor in the situation has 


been a declining supply of pulp wood. 
Of course, this has always been held 
up as a danger signal, and alarmists 
point \o tho increase in price as the 
result. However, the Increase in tho 
cost of wood pulp has thus far been 
mainly due to the increase - In 
the 


wages and living of the men who arc 
sent into the woods. A chart of the 
price of bacon and beans 
coincides 


exactly with a chart of the price of 
pulp wood as it comes from tho for- 
est. On th© other hand, little 
has 


been done in reforestation 
and. of 


course, the wood suitable for pulp is 
continually decreasing. Moreover, if 
reforestation is to be- done on a com- 
mercial basis it must be done in the 
South where there Is plenty of rain 
and sunshine. Up to the present time 
lhe> best examples 
of 
reforestation 


may bo found at Bogalusla, Louisiana 
where the work has been done under 
the direction of General Manager Sul- 
livan of the Great Southern Lumber 
Comapny. 


"In view of the fact that the na- 


tural supply of paper is on the de- 
crease, and 
that 
reforestation 
in 


Canada may bo Jmpractipal on ac- 
count of its slow growth, the Cana- 
dians are talking very strongly about 
restricting the exportation 
of pulp 


wood, or putting on n. very heavy ox- 
port duty.

ARTIFICIAL SILK 


"Artificial silk, or Rayon as 
it is 


called, is r.ipUUy becoming a factor 


n the pulp wood market. Row peo- 
ple realize the tremendous growth of 
his industry which puts pulp wood in 
at ono end of a machine and turns 
out silk at the other end. Or course 
up to the present time this silk is 
not as strong as real silk. It does not 
wash as well and does not take dyes 
he same as natural silk, but improve- 
ments are rapidly beinsr made. 
THe 


ncreaso in use of artificial silk, or 
Sayon, is largely responsible for the 
revolution now taking placo In 
the 


.extile industry and tho 
unemploy- 


ment resulting in those mills which 
have absolutely bucked 
the 
rising 


tide of Rayon. 


"Up to tho present time the news- 


papers and book publishers have been 
Lhe only customers for wood 
pulp, 


although some- is used for wrapping 
bundles, etc. 
In years to come the 


extile field will use more pulp than 
the newspaper field. This means n 
higher price for pulp and newspaper. 
Without a doubt this will bring in 
substitutes, but up to the 
present 


time these substitutes are not very 
practical. We hear about the conver- 
sion into pulp of saw-grass, corn 
stalks, etc. 
It is very ixissible that 


some annual product of the 
fields 


will be found as a substitute for pulp 
wood, but nothing up to the present 
time has developed. 


SECURITY .OUTLOOK 


"All of this means that pulp wood 


lands continu;illy increase in 
price 


and pulp and paper plants which own 
these lands should make a large 
amount of money during the 
next 


fews years. When it comes to a Ions 
distance study of tho situation the 
keenest investors are placing theii* 
money in' southei n lands rather than 
northern lands. While the supply of 
pulp wood lasts, the northern lands 
are more successful, but as we ap- 
proach a time when it is necessary 
to depend on reforestation the south- 
ern mill will be m a 
much more 


strategic position and much closer to 
the source of supply. Most of 
the 


northern pulp and paper mills have 
water power which will increase in 
value and which may some- time take 
the place in income producing ability 
of the wood lands. This is especially 
true of companies like the 
Spanish 


River Pulp and Paper Company, the 
Laurentide Company and the Abiti- 
bl Power & Paper Company in Cana 
da. This is also true of the Intcrna 
'tion Paper Company in the 
States 


which is now in control of the New

"Considering everything, the pulp 


and paper stocks as an investment 
look fairly good at the present time 
although they are selling at \ ver> 
high prices.
